The Purchaser, if the advance exceed three-fourths 
of the price of the holding, may within fourteen days 
from the date of the posting of such notification, apply 
to the Land Commission by Notice in the Form (No. 12), 
annexed hereto, to determine the annual value of the 
holding. 

The Commissioner may thereupon ascertain, and by 
Order declare what is the annual value of the holding, 
or he may direct such notices to be seryed, inspections 
or enquiries to be made, such persons to appear before 
him, or such evidence to be given, as he may thirds fit, 
before determining the matter. 

The Order of the Commissioner, determining the 
annual value of the holding, shall be communicated to 
the Purchaser. 
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The Purchaser may appeal from the decision of the 
Commissioners fixing the annual value of the tenancy 
within fourteen days after the decision has been given, 
and such appeal shall be subject to the Rules governing 
appeals from the decision or order of any Commissioner 
sitting alone.
